ACCUMULATION OF CAPITAL. 


According to a recent exhibit, 


there aro five millions or more of 
idle capital in the Nevada Bank. 
There is probably as much more, in 
two or three of tho other large banks 
of San Francisco. Probably there 
»re fifteen or twenty millions all 
told waiting for investment. The 
Chronicle, in one of its hap-hazard 
staiements.recently said that farmers 
conltl not borrow money on uon 
housed receipts of grain stored in 
the ooun !ry. Now just the contrary is 
the fact. There has ncverb3ena time 
when it was so easy to borrow money 
at fair rates on such receipts. This 
charge has not been brought about 
by any Granger movement. When 
capital accumulates and is lying idle, 
capitalists seek a widuv iield for in- 
vestment. If there are ten or fifteen 
millions of idle capital in San Fran- 
cisco, some of it will be sure to go to 
the country if there is any call for it 
there. Wheat is considered pretty 
good security for a loan. 
The 


country banks will handle consider- 
able money in that way, finding 
nae for large sums drawn from the 
city. 


The fact is just now capital is 


ahead of business. It is less so in 
Oakland probably tain any town on 
the coast, because there is more 
"building here in proportion to the 
population. 
But even here the rates 


of interest cannot be maintained at 
a much higher figure than rates in 
San Francisco. Formrely the man- 
tigers of savings banks in that city 
were accustomed to 
discriminate 


liguinst loans on Oakland property, 
classifying them as country invest- 
ments. But now there is no ma- 
terial difference. A loan on Oakland 
property is quite as desirable as on 
lots in San Francisco. 
Hereafter 


tho rates in the two cities will not 
differ materially. One or two large 
loans wftro made iu San Francisco 
last month as low as eight per cent. 


work on Congress for subsidies longer 
than ever yet were granted to any 
railroad company. If Congress, be- 
sides land grants, would authorize

THE HAMBlittU MASSACRE. 
The President on Monday, iu re- 


sponse to ft resolution of the Senate 
calling upon him to communicate to 
the Senate, if iu his opinion not in- 
compatible with the public interest, 
any information in regard to the 
slaughter of American citizens at 
Hamburg, South Carolina, sent a 
short message to that body submit- 
ting inclosures relating to tho mas- 
sacre, and called the attention of the 
Senate to his letter to Governor 
Chamberlain of South Carolina, which 
he said containeil all the comments 
he desired to make on the subject. 
The President said ho was awaiting 
a report from tho Senate Committee 
which visited Mississippi to take 
testimony on tho subject of frauds 
and violence in elections, with con- 
fidence that it would sustain all ho 
he had stated in relation to fraud and 
violence in that state. 


After expressing concurrence in 


Governor Chamberlain's views as to 
the duty of the Governor to secure 
all the civil rights of citizens, the 
President says: 


The occurrence nt Hamburg was 


cruel, bloodthirsty, wanton and unpro- 
voked, and uncalled for as it wns, it is 
ouly a repetition of tbe course that hns 
been pursued in other Southern States 
wilhin the last few years, notnbly in 
Mis- 


sissippi and Lovtiiiiina. Mississippi is 
governed to-day by 
officials chostn 


through fraud and violence Bach as 
would scarcely be accredited to savages, 
much less to civilized and Christian 
people. How long these things are to 
continue, or what is to be the final 
remedy, the great liuler of the universe 
only knows; but I have au abiding faith 
that theremedy will come, and speedily, 
and I earnestly hope that it may come 
peacefully. There has never been a 
desire on the port of the North, to hu- 
miliate tho South. There is nothing 
claimed for one State which is not freely 
accorded to all the othfirs, unless it mny 
bo the right to kill negroes uud Republi- 
cans without tho ifiir of punishment, 
and without the loss of caste or reputa- 
tion, and this has seemed to be the privi- 
lege claimed by a few States. 


I repeat again that I fully agree with 


you as to the measure of your duty in 
the present emergency; and as to my 
diuiej, go on and let every Governor, 
where the same dangers threaten the 
peace of his Stat", proceed in tbe con-
